Panax Corp. Buys 
Melius Newspapers 


Panax Corporation, of 
East Lansing, a rapidly 
expanding chain of daily and 
weekly newspapers, this week 
acquired The Melius 
Newspapers, one of 
Michigan’s largest groups of 
suburban weeklies. 

Announcement of the 
purchase was made jointly by 
William S. Melius, founder, 
editor and publisher of the 
Melius publications, and John 
P. McGoff, Panax president. 

The newspapers acquired 
by Panax are The Allen 
Parker, The Lincoln Parker, 
The Melvindale Messenger, 
The Southgate Sentinel, The 
Taylor Tribune, The Ecorse 
Enterprise and Southwest 
Detroiter. 


ROMULUS-What do all the numbers mean? 

What’s the significance of the number of new 
housing units in Western Wayne County? 

First of all, the number housing units started in 
the first six months of each year can give planners 
and residents a fair idea of what is happening to the 
growth of our communities. 

For instance, the spurt of development currently 
underway in low-tax Romulus Township has pushed 
that largely rural community into the top ten 
growing communities in Wayne. Oakland, Macomb, 
St. Clair, Washtenaw and Monroe and Livingston 
Counties--the six-county area, as it is called. 

Romulus has many open acres to be developed, a 
good start on industrial development, the 
metropolitan airport, an expressway running through 
its midsection, and fantastic opportunity for growth. 


Westland, while not nearly as lucky in natural 
attractions such as industry and transportation, was 
once the growing spot in the area. Romulus was 
bound to catch up, and now it has, with Canton 
Township not far behind 

It is an indication that Romulus and Canton are 
logically next in line for extension of our urban 


Detroit sprawl, as the population moves west. It’s also 
an indication to rural residents of those communities 
that it won’t be long now before things begin to 
change. 

There may be promising signs, too, for residents of 
Westland who have been apprenensive about 
apartment development. Starts on multiple-family 
dwelling units in Westland dropped from 605 in 1968 
to only 108 in 1969. That’s a hefty decrease. 

Meanwhile, the City of Wayne added 61 new 
apartment or townhouse units in 1969, a fairly large 
increase for a largely developed community. 

Inkster, with its tremendous middle and low 
income housing needs, appears to be making great 
strides toward realizing some of the community goals 
to improve housing conditions. Almost 200 new 
multipie-family unites were begun in the first six 
months of 1969 in Inkster, higher than any 
community in the area except Romulus. 

At a near standstill, actually, was Garden City, 
where only 18 new housing units were begun, all of 
them single-family units. Belleville, Huron and Van 
Buren reigstered similarly insignificant increases. 

At any rate. Western Wayne County can certainly 
anticipate some further growth, right out to the 
county lines. 


Students Blamed 

Break-in of Romulus 
Junior High Solved 


ROMULUS-A break-in at 
the Romulus Junior High 
School on Saturday, Sept. 29, 
has been solved in the 
apprehension of six students, 
Stuart C. Hobbs, school 
principal, disclosed. 

The students, four of them 
attending high school classes 
ranged from 13 to 16 years of 
age. They were immediately 
surpended pending further 
investigaton. 

The identity of the 
students was attributed to 
considerable amount of 
investigation on the part of 
school authorities. Hobbs 
stated. 

*** 

THE SCHOOL was broken 
into by the students building 
a pyramid of themselves to 
enter a window nine to 10 
feet above the ground. This 
window leads into the 
school's Industrial art 
Department. 


Some $200 worth of 
equipment and school 
materials (the actual amount 
missing awaits inventory) was 
taken. 

Principal Hobbs reported 
that the school recovered 
most of the stolen articles: 
pliers, wrenches, chisels and 
related materials. 

It was reported that there 
was no ransacking or 
vandalism. 

Romulus Township Police 
Chief Jacob J. Koch 
announced that the matter of 
the break-in was handled by 
school authorities. 

Some students were 
playing a scrub football game 
near the school prior to the 
break-in. 

A check on these students 
aided in the solution of those 
responsible, but only after 
some 15 hours of 
investigation.

Panax dailies are The 
Mining Journal, in Marquette; 
the Escanaba Daily Press; the 
Iron Mountain News; the 
Daily Times-News, in Mt. 
Pleasant; the Daily 
Record- Leader, in Alma, and 
the Ypsilanti Press. The 
corporation also owns radio 
station WSWM in East 
Lansing. Kalamazoo Printing 
Machinery Company of 
Kalamazoo and Maintenance 
Service Incorporated of 
Ypsilanti are other Panax 
operations. 

In commenting on the 
Mellus-Panax transaction, 
McGoff said, “Panax is very 
pleased to be able to add the 
distinguished Melius name to 
our company. Bill Melius and 
his staff are well known and 
respected for their many 
years of outstanding 
journalistic contributions to 
the communities served by 
their publications.” 

The Melius Newspapers 
will continue to be published 
under that name as a division 
of Panax Corporation, and 


the staff will be retained 
intact. Heading the operation 
will be Ernie LaForest, as 
general manager; Orrin 
Wright, editorial director, and 
Ernest L. Nagy, advertising 
director.

November, 1933, with four 
publications. The enterprise 
flourished and, through 
acquisition of other weekly 
newspapers in the area and 
the establishment of new 
publications, the group 
expanded rapidly, reaching a 
total of seven in 1956. 

Melius not only has played 
an active role in the 
Downriver business and 
community affairs, but 
gained national recognition as 
a board member, vice 
president and president (three 
terms), of the Accredited 
Home Newspapers of 
America. 

Melius described the union 
with the Panax Corporation 
as a great forward step for the 
Melius publications and for 
the communities they serve. 

“Panax is owned and 
staffed by men of vision and 
dedication to high journalistic 
principles.” he declared. 
“When, for reasons of health, 
it became wise for me to ease 
the burden of responsibility 
inherent in the duties of 
publisher and editor.

WAYNE— Romulus Township has replaced Westland as 
the fastest growing community in Western Wayne County, the 
Detroit Region Dwelling Unit Report of the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Governments (SEMC06) shows. 

The report, on the first six months of 1969, shows 
Romulus to be ninth in the six-county metropolitan area in

County Supervisors Weigh 
$162,3 Million Budget 


A recommended Wayne 
County budget of $162.3 
million for the 1969-70 fiscal 
year is being considered by 
the County Board of 
Supervisors. 

The proposed budget, 
prepared by the County 
Board of Auditors, is $18.1 
million higher than the 
current year’s total outlays of 
$144.2 million. 

The new budget will have 
no effect on the County tax 
rate, however. The 
recommended budget is 
$31.2 million below the total 
requested by all the County’s 
30-odd departments and 
agencies. 

The Board of Supervisors 
this week began a month-long 
series of all-day budget 
hearings during which various 
County department heads 
will plead their cases for 
additional funds. Final action 
on the budget is scheduled 
tentatively for Oct. 30. The 
new fiscal year starts Dec. 1. 

The proposed budget is 
the largest in Wayne County 
history. 

The Board of Auditors 
attributed the budget increase 
to “the continuously 
increasing cost of services and 
materials that the County must 
purchase and the expanding 
needs of a growing 
community.” A number of 
urgent needs are not financed 
in the recommended budget, 
the Auditors added. 

Needs not financed in the 
budget, tjie Auditors 
reported, include an “urgent 
need” for additional office 
space for various 
departments, rehabilitation of 
the County Jail, Juvenile 
Court and the Old County 
Building, and renovations at 
the County Hospital. 

The Auditors said larger 
staffs and new programs are 
needed by the courts, 
probation departments, 
Prosecutor’s Office and 
Juvenile Court. They also 
cited a “great need” for 
additional parks and 
recreational facilities due to 
population increases. They 
called for a larger state share 
in the cost of a number of 
state- man da ted services. 

The Board of Auditors 
consists of Arthur A. 
Sumeracki, chairman; 
Richard H. Austin, 
vice-chairman; and John F. 
Williams, secretary. 

This is the first budget to 
come before the 
directly -elected Board of 
Supervisors which took office 
this year. 


The $18.1 million increase 
is expected to be financed by 
a $5.2 million rise in property 
tax revenue resulting from 
higher property values, an 
increase of $6.3 million in 
state and federal grants, 
nearly $1 million more in 
miscellaneous revenues, and 
$5.6 million carried over 
from the 1967-68 budget 
year. 

A lump sum of $2 million 
was left unallocated by the 
Auditors. 

In spite of the budget 
increase, only 18 new jobs are 
recommended for the entire 
County government which 


has a general fund payroll of 
some 6,000 employees. 

The Auditors also 
recommended that County 
departments be required to 
save a total of $3,056,500 by 
not filling job vacancies as 
they occur. 

The largest increase 
recommended for any 
department was earmarked 
for Wayne County General 
Hospital. The $32,331,755 
earmarked for the hospital is 
a $1,035,202 increase. The 
outlay will be recouped by 
$23,182,300 in anticipated 
hospital revenues.

down the list of communities in building activity this year. 

In the first six months of 1969, Romulus Township had 
430 building starts on residential housing, and 316 building 
starts on units in multiple-family dwellings. 

Westland, which had 605 building starts on multiple-family 
dwelling units in the first six months of 1968, dropped to only 
108 units in the first six months of 1969. In the same periods, 
Westland residential housing starts dropped from 801 in 1968 
to 129 in 1969. 

Of Western Wayne County communities, Canton Township 
took second place behind Romulus in number of housing 
starts. During the first six months of 1969, Canton recorded 
88 single-family unit starts, and 176 multiple-family units 
starts, for a total of 264 housing units. 


Westland was third with a total of 235, with Inkster a close 


fourth, with 215 housing starts. In Inkster, there were only 20 
single-family starts, but 196 multiple-family unit starts. 

Wayne was fifth with 90 starts total, 31 single-family and 
61-multiple units. Sumpter was next with 41 starts, 33 single 
family, and 8 multiple units. 

Over the entire area, there were 1339 new housing starts

UM Survey On Drug 
Use Is Announced 


ROMULUS — A recent 
study made by the University 
of Michigan Drug Education 
Committee revealed that 
most commonly used drugs, 
by students responding to the* 
survey, were: marijuana or 
hashish, tobacco and alcohol. 

The survey conducted 
among 1,000 University of 
Michigan students showed 
that a majority (55.9 percent 
had never tried marijuana or 
hashish, while only 43% had 



never tried tobacco and . 
mere 10.1 percent have never 
tried alchchol. 

The report sug 
usage oi non-rr 
prescribed drugs apjj 
predominantly of an 
experimental nature. 
However, analysts found the 
44.1 percent of students, who 
have used marijuana or 
hashish to be a considerably 
higher percent than figures 
reported in most recent 
college drug use surveys.

WSU Student Builds Car 


DETROIT-A Wayne State 
University student has joined 
Detroit automakers by 
coming out with his own 
1970 model auto. But it’s not 
for sale. 

The prototype 
a utomobile--the Ginetta 
G-12- is a sleek red 
hand-crafted road racing 
special GT built by Richard 
A. Petit, 35, as his master’s 
degree project. 

One more will be built for 
a cousin, David P. Conley, 27, 
who helped Petit in actual 
construction. And that’s it. 
Both are Ford Motor Co. 
employes, which would 
create a conflict of interest if 
they go into production. 

It’s not likely they would 
sell too many anyway: They 
figure the car is worth about 
$56,000. 

Petit and Conley, both of 
Allen Park, took 1,200 
pounds of special clay, several 
hundred board feet of 
lumber, fiberglass and other 
materials, $8,000 in cash and 
about 9,600 man hours of 
work and turned them into a 
work of art. Literally. The car 
won a blue ribbon in the 
industrial design section of a 
Wayne State art exhibit. 

The men value their time 
at $10 an hour. “We each 
spent an average of at least 30 
hours a week for 20 months 
in actual construction of the 
car,” says Petit. That’s 
$48,000 worth of time and 
sweat, in addition to the cash 
outlay. 

PETIT, WHO works in 
Ford’s design center, had the 
idea, bought a Ginetta 
chassis, designed the car and 
engineered the basic 
concepts. Then Conley

There is a movement currently among 
national politicians to create some new 
directions in the search for peace in 
Vietnam.

National honor cannot be won for this 
nation by sending more of its young men to 
their deaths in Vietnam. But, perhaps, 
national honor could be redeemed by 
bringing our boys home, ending the killing 
and letting the Vietnamese live as they wish 
to live. 

Adding our support to an undemocratic 
and really unpopular regime in Saigon 
cannot eam us national honor. Respecting 
the wishes of the Vietnamese people 
themselves— fighting in a war which is their 
own, may earn us the respect of other 
, pa Lions. 

The Vietnamese people have suffered 
terribly because of this tragic war. But, did 
they suffer because they were being attacked 
by their own people in the North, or because

Anyone who says he has all the answers 
to the Vietnamese dilemma is fooling 
himself. We don’t have the answers, either. 
But we do hope American leaders start 
worrying a little more about the lives of 
American men. We hope the casualty lists 
are read in human suffering, rather than in 
numbers. 

The war must end. We all must make it 
clear. 

Action Needed 
On Pollution 

Air pollution in this automobile capitol 
of the world is no small problem, and, of 
course, scientists tell us that the very 
automobiles upon which we depend for 
transportation, and many of us, for our 
living, are also large contributors to the 
pollution problem. 

It stands to reason that those of us who 
depend upon the auto industry for our 
livelihood — and all of us certainly would be 
affected by its ill health - should be in the 
forefront in the fight for air pollution 
control - whether from autos or from the 
dozens of other sources of air pollution that 
are obvious to us. 

If the auto industry could do such a good 
job of defending the American people 
through its wartime production in the 
1940 s, it can also lead the fight to save our 
environment - if it wants to do it.

Completing two years at Associated 
Newspapers as an educational writer, I 
find the education beat still continues to 
be the news beat” for most suburban 
papers. 

More than City Hall and more than 
any civic organization the education beat 
affects more people than any other.

In terms ol ri mes education is often 
the biggest employer in a local 
community, with its budget often ten 
times larger than the city or township 
budget. 

More importantly, education is where 
the news is being made. 

It is education that may force the 
State Legislature to come up with total 
fiscal reform. 

It is the school teachers and their 
strikes that are showing how inadequate 
and unenforceable the no-strike laws are 
for public employees. 

It was a school district like Nankin 
Mills that paid the highest tax rate in the 
State, yet was forced out of existence. 
Even with levying 45.50 mills, Nankin 
Mills just could not afford to exist. 

It is in the school districts such as 
Livonia where students rights are the 


topic, especially iii the areas of free 
expression and in dress and grooming 
codes. 

It is in the school districts where 
“equal rights” takes on a new meaning. 
More and more people are realizing that 
children don’t pick the school district 
they are born into, and that every child 
deserves an equal chance for a good 
education. 

It is because of controversies on 
grooming codes and half-day sessions in 
school districts that the courts are making 
decisions in a whole new area. 

It is the people residing in the 
indust ry-poor school districts that pay 
the heaviest taxes; it is the school taxes, 
not the city or township taxes, that are 
putting the pinch on many middleclass 
pocketbooks. 

And the list could go on and on. 
Education is making the news, the kind 
of news that affects people more directly 
than any other kind of news. 

If I have one hope for education, it is 
that more parents and citizens become 
involved in a phase of education, be it as 
a PTA member, as a dance chaperone, as 
a teaching aide, or as a citizen at a Board 
of Education meeting. 

So few people realize the opportunity 
to have an effecton education, to be a 
part of education— if they would only 
take the initiative.

Democrats May Pick Levin

Michigan Democrats, believing themselves to be 
in some disarray as the 1970 elections approach, 
took a survey of voters, and found out that they 
were, indeed, in some disarray. 

In fact, one political pundit could find nothing 
better to say about the Democrats than that they 
were intelligent enough to have a survey taken to 
see how they were doing. 

All eyes are on the Governor’s chair, of course, 
currently being held down by William Milliken, an 
intelligent, upstanding, well-imaged Republican 
who seems to have few enemies. 

Generally, Milliken gets along well with 
Michigan voters. 

The Democrats, faced with a candidate like 
Milliken, could be expected to pull in the covers 
up over their heads and snooze it out until 1974. 


But there is hope lor the Democrats, in the 
person of three rather attractive candidates, all of 
whom have demonstrated at least some interest in 
the gubenatorial nomination. 


First is Attorney General Frank Kelley, whose

same time kept him out of some more 
controversial battles. Kelley would almost 
certainly represent the old elements of the 
Democratic party in any primary battle. Kelley 
may not run, however, and may wait for the 
Senatorial contest in 1972 against Robert Griffin. 

Second is State Senator Roger Craig, the 
hard-fighting leader of much of the liberal wing of 
the party. Craig, speaking in Westland last week, 
left a far less radical image with the audience 
than might have been expected. An appealing, 
attractive candidate. Craig’s major problems are his 
identification with liberal causes unpopular with 
more conservative Democrats, and his likely 
difficulty in attracting high-level party support. 

“Craig in ’70” buttons have been conspicuously 
present at all major Democratic party events 
recently. Craig is running, and his support, if not 
large in numbers of workers, is intense in its 
loyally to him. 


Also in the race ia State Senator Sander Levin 
of Berkeley, perhaps one of the most scholarly and 
intelligent men in the Senate. Levin looks like a 
college professor, which is one reason why he has 
been passed-over by some party members who are 
looking for a more exciting image for 1970. 


Levin has wide-based party support. His own 
choice for Democratic Party Chairman. James 
McNeely, succeeded Levin in that post earlier this 
year. He is acceptable to both ends of the 
party— but is discounted by some liberals who feel 
he is too close to old-line party power blocs. 


Levin has made a task for himself in the Senate, 
as minority leader, and in the Democratic party 
organization, as a peacemaker, and has earned 
both plaudits and brickbats from various sectors of 
ihe party. 

** 

The fact that Levin is Jewish, while not seeming 
so terribly important to most voters, is apparently 
quite important to some party leaders, who think 
the religious question would rear its head in a 
Levin campaign.

At any rate, Levin may yet emerge as the one 
candidate who can join both ends of the 
Democratic party, and all the middle ground, into 
one organization that can challenge Governor 
Milliken. 


From a strategic standpoint, Sander Levin 
seems a logical choice. Whether logic will remain a 
large contributing factor in the Democratic choice 
in 1970 remains to be seen.

“Coho Blues” are being sung 
along the shores of Lake 
Huron. 

There is continued 
optimism that a salmon run 
in Lake Huron like the one 
that has jammed many parts 
of Lake Michigan with eager 
anglers is near. But it is 
becoming increasingly clear 
that coho will not be taken in 
large quantities on the east 
side of the state this year. 

There are three basic 
reasons for a smaller than 
expected coho run in Lake 
Huron this fall, according to 
Automobile Club of 
Michigan

Most important is the 
effect of commercial fishing. 
Canadian fishermen netted 
35,000 to 40,000 coho, 
approximately 70,000 
pounds, from mid-April to 
mid-May. This reduced the 
population of adult salmon in 
the lake by nearly 50 percent. 

Although i- is illegal for 
fishermen in Michigan as well 
as other states bordering the 
Great Lakes to net salmon 
commercially, it is legal in 
Canadian waters. 

“There are 50 percent 
fewer salmon in Lake Huron 
than we could have expected 
if Canadian fishermen hadn’t 
taken their toll,” states Dave 
Borgeson, trout-salmon 
specialist for the Department 


of Natural Resources. 
“Although we planted 
500,000 coho in the spring of 
1968, past history shows no 
more than 20 percent of 
these fish survive their first 
year. 

"We are normally 
delighted with a 20-percent 
return of planted fish,” he 
explained. “The majority 
don’t survive because they are 
most vulnerable to death by 
natural causes soon after they 
are placed in the rivers and 
streams.” 

As Norm Baldwin, 
executive secretary of the 
Great Lakes Fishery 
Commission, quipped, 
“Canadian waters were a bad 
place for salmon to be this 
spring.” Despite these heavy 
jsajmon losses, Baldwin 
,belleves Canadian fishermen 
were not making a deliberate 
attempt to net coho. 

“Many fishermen using 
trap nets for whitefish and 
pickerel also netted salmon,” 
he said. “In fact, I don’t 
believe these fishermen really 
wanted the salmon.”

JUST TWO MONTHS 
AGO-Flying World presented 
a column to ease the minds of 
the many flying buffs who 
want to join the flying world 
but are “afraid to fly”. 

The story was sprinkled 
with excerpts from the world 
famous Airman’s Prayer titled 

High Flight”. This poem 
since the days of World War 
II became the basic prayer of 
flying people of many 
nationalities in countries ail 
over the world. 

Since that time many 
phone calls, cards and letters 
have come into this office 
from readers asking more 
about the airman’s prayer and 
how or where complete 
copies of it could be 
obtained. The many callers 
wanted to know how and 
where it originated, and who 
wrote it. Even the United 
States Air Force uses the 
poem as a narration for a 
short recruiting film that is 
shown occasionally on 
television. 

So for the benefit of the 
many readers of Flying World 
and those who have not 
known the history of this 
famous poem, we have 
researched and come up with 
many of the answers to our 
readers, questions. . .and a 


the great Winston Churchill 
who told the world. . .“Never 
in the history of mankind had 
so much been owned so 
few”. . . 

One of these young pilots 
of the Royal Air Force was 
Flight Leftenant John 
Gillespie Magee Jr., who like- 
all the other RAF pilots 
during the Battle of Britain 
landed during the fighting 
only long enough for fuel and 
a quick cup of tea and off 
into the air to combat the 
waves of German aircraft that 
blackened the skies from 
daybreak to nightfall.

Belleville Lad Wins Pony Prize 


(EDITOR S sort: The 
second o} fuo articles on Lrhan 
Renewal Programs submitted by 
George Wilhclmi. Lrhan Renewal 
director for Romulus Township 
follows / 

Urban Kenewal basically 
works in the following way: 

A community comes up 
with a plan and I emphasize 
that this is the community 
plan, for an area. It then 
submits that plan to the 
Federal Government for 
review. If the “Fed’s” like the 
plan and if there is Federal 
monies available, they agree 
to participate with the 
community in their 
fulfillment with the plan. (I 
might note here I have just 
condensed a couple thousand 
miles of red tape into one 
line). 

When the plan is approved 
the community sets about to 
implement the plan. It can be 
done in a number of ways. In 
the Wayne-Beverly Area, even 
though our program has not 
been approved to this date, 
the plan is being implemented 
through private development 
by groups and individuals 
who are building in the area 
now. 

The Federal Government 
has said that, because 
Romulus is a small 
community, it will assist it by 
paying, through a direct 
grant, 3 /« of the cost of 
preparing the area for 
development. This means that 
of the $16,000,000 the 
Township has estimated it 
will cost; to provide streets, 
storm sewers, side walks, 
assemble odd size lots and 
acreages into buildable 
parcels, buy substandard 
housing and assist those 
which are going to be 


relocated in finding or 
building new homes, the 
Township’s share will be 
approximately $4,000,000. 

ALTHOUGH THE 
$4,000,000 will not have to 
be in cash, it can be provided 
in what is known as Non-Cash 
Credits such as schools, street 
widening by the Wayne 
County Road Commission, 
sewer and water etc., this is 
still a pretty large chunk of 
money. 

What do the citizens of 
Romulus have to gain 
through the expenditures of 
this money. 

First of all it is 
conservatively estimated that 
when finally completed the 
approximately 600 acres will 
produce $30 to $40 million 
dollars in private 
development. I emphasize 
private development because 
many people imagine that all 
Urban Renewal does is take 
land off of the tax rolls and 
this is teh complete opposite 
of what is actually the truth. 

THE ONLY lands which 
will be taken off the tax 
rolls will be that land which 
will be set aside for parks and 
a possible future school site. 

The only non-revenue 
producing development in the 
area will be the 101 units of 
“Low-Rent Public Housing” 
now being constructed in the 
area. This still leaves 
approximately 300 acres of 
single family residential, 100 
acres of multifamily 
residential, and 40 acres of 
commercial development to 
be built in the area over the 
next eight years, all by 
private development and all 
revenue producing. 


Aside from the increase in 
tax base one other factor will 
be accomplished and this I 
believe is, the most important. 

THE NEGATIVE aspects 
of the W a y n e- Beverly 
Renewal Area are here now, 
they are not going to 
magically disappear. When, 
and if, Romulus becomes a 
city these problems would 
still be here. Sooner or later 
Romulus would have to face 


these problems and find a 
solution to them. 

I commend the citizens of 
Romulus for embarking upon 
an Urban Renewal Program at 
this time when the job can be 
completed with the least 
disruption to the community, 
the least hardship on those 
citizens of Romulus alfected 
by the program and in the 
final analysis at the least cost 
to the tax payers of Romulus 
itself.

Intermediate Board Adopts 
Sex Education Resolution 


DETROIT- The Wayne 
County Intermediate Board 
of Education adopted, 
unanimously, a resolution 
stating their position relative 
to the State Board of 
Education’s guidelines for 
voluntary sex education 
programs. At a special 
meeting held Wednesday, 
Oct. 1. 

The resolution is as 
follows: 

WHEREAS sex is a vital 
part of living and an 
important aspect of the life 
of a fulfilled individual; and 

WHEREAS many youth 
are making inappropriate 
decisions about their sexual 
behavior, as evidenced by the 
alarming number of 
pregnancies out of wedlock 
and the increase in venereal 
disease: and 

WHEREAS the school is a 
major instmment of society 


which prepares the young for 
their present and adult roles 
and school programs should 
deal with relevant issues 
which includes the study of 
human sexuality; and 

WHEREAS many school 
districts have established 
effective sex education 
programs in cooperation with 
and with the support of the 
community: and 

WHEREAS research has 
shown that sound sex 
education programs have a 
positive effect; and 

WHEREAS the state board 
of education has carefully 
studied guidelines for sex 
education programs and has 
allowed for adequate public 
hearings on the mater; now' 
therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the 
state board of education 
publish guidelines, encourage 
schools to establish 


appropriate training of local 
school district staff members 
in the education of pupils and 
in providing help to parents 
in playing their proper role in 
the education of their 
children; and be it 

RESOLVED further. That 
local school boards be 
commended for assuming 
their responsibilities in 
providing programs in this 
important area; and be it 

RESOLVED further, That 
the Wayne County 
Intermediate School District 
Board of Education and staff 
provide assistance and 
support to local school 
districts on request and that 
resources, be used to make 
available expert assistance 
and materials to advance the 
study of sex education in the 
schools of Wayne County.

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f Chronicles of Hell’ Has Impact

ANP AMUSEMENT CRITIC 

Michel de Ghelderode’s “Chronicles of Hell,” current 
production of the APA Repertory in the University of 
Michigan Professional Theatre Program season, is about as 
subtle as a sledge hammer-and has as much impact. 

This type of allegory has been around for a 
millenium-it’s the modem morality play, set in an ancient 
Flemish episcopal palace which James Tilton must have 
created for a Charles Addams sorceror. 

Jan in Eremo, the Bishop of Lapideopolis, has 
died -probably with the assist of his auxiliary, for the 


churchmen hated Jan, who usurped his diocese after the 
seemingly miraculous ending of a plague, later to be 
confirmed by Rome when the maddened rabbble made him 
their own. 

Now Jan is laid in state while the mob cries murder and 
the venal churchmen feast. Whether Jan arises like a 
latter-day Christ, beloved of the people while hated by 
authority, or whether the murderers were not thorough 
enough, is the uncomfortable dilemma you must resolve. 

The rotting Gothic set is matched by John Hoseman’s 
highly physical staging. If Jan must choke, let him do it all 
over the stage. If there be smoke, let there be lots of it. So

too is the acting, broad in scope and effectively sweeping. 
Patrick Hines was especially effective as the bloodthirsty 
auxiliary. 

‘The Chronicles of Hell” may be a study in black and 
white, but is highly recommended for those who think the 
theatre is getting too tame. 

A companion piece to the one-acter is a brief scene by 
Beckett, “Play,” in which three gray shadows of people, 
rendered even less human by being buried in typically 
Beckettian urns, shed new light on the entemal triangle, the 
eternity of which Beckett demonstrates by having the 
entire work repeat itself. Those who think that Samuel 
Beckett has become a cliche of Samuel Beckett will, no 
doubt, get new ammunition here. 

Humanity isn’t in much better shape at the University of 
Detroit, whose theatre has opened its season with Edward 
Albee’s latest,‘‘Everything in the Garden.” In the program 
notes director Alan Jorgensen apologizes slightly with, 
“While it is not Albee’s best play, it is still important 
enought to justify its presentation. If a director concedes 
that much you don’t have to be much of a critic to know 
that the play is far from good. 

But even bad Albee is probably better than good 
somebody-else. Albee was one of the original absurdists and 
people are pretty absurd to him. Here he examines the 
social mores of modem suburbia, a society founded - Albee 
believes-on status seeking and greed. Albee’s young 
matrons, in efforts to keep up with the neighbors take up 
part time prostitution and manage to net $800 a week for 
four afternoons’ work. The husbands are bitter and shocked 
at first but, with so much dough coming in, they 
accommodate rather quickly. 

Then, to show how quickly consciences can dull, a 
neighbor finds out and is murdered.
